History of yellow fever case previously reported — New case of yellow 

fever. 

Doctor Jacobs further reports: 

August 1. The following is the history of case of yellow fever 
reported July 31: The patient, a Mexican, native of Orizaba, State of 
Veracruz, had been for eight months a resident of Veracruz. He was 
employed in the freight house of the Mexican National Railway. He 
was taken sick July 27, and removed to the isolation hospital next 
day. The diagnosis of yellow fever was made July 31. Patient died 
August 1. 

This was a typical case, showing all symptoms of yellow fever dur- 
ing its course. 

The patient resided within 20 meters of the place where the last case 
occurred. 

August 8. One new case yellow fever this morning. 

August 10. One new case yellow fever to-day.
